SOUTH CASCO (Me.) Sept. 9.— 
The house on the shores of Sebago 
Lake in which Nathaniel Hawthorne 
lived as a boy and where he made 
his home when he was attending 
Bowdoin College, is to be preserved 
asa community house. Citizens and 
summer residents have just formed 
a corporation for the purpose. 

Robert Manning of Salem, Mass., 
who owned thousands of acres of 
land about Sebago Lake, built the 
house in 1814 for his sister, who 
was Hawthorne's mother. Mrs. 
Hawthorne had lost her husband at 
sea and lived afterward in retire- 
ment. Hawthorne was 10 years old 
when he came to the new house with 
his mother, and this continued to be

STORY OF OUR DOLLARS. 

The trade dollars, which, in the 
late seventies and early eighties, 
were not uncommon, are now kept 
as curiosities and are never seén 
in circulation. These trade dollars 
were authorized by the Congress in 
1873 for the purpose of stimulating 
commerce with the orient. 
Mexican dollars had become the 
atandard of many Far Eastern coun- 
tries, and it was believed the trade 
ef the United States could be in- 
creased by coining a similar dollar. 
Retween 1873 and 1878 the United 
States mints produced about 36,- 
900.000 of these dollars. Most of 
them went out of the country, but 
enough got into circulation to cause 
confusion with the standard dollar. 
Congress abolished the trade dollar 
in 1878. and provided Wat, although 


they were worth only sbdout 40 
cents, they should be accepted by 


the treasury in exchange for stand- 

ard dollars. About 8,000,000 of them 

thus redeemed.— I Indianapolis 
ews.
